All Falcon antennas were "dealer" installed. 


Falcons and all other Ford lines were shipped to the dealers with 
the antennas, wheel covers or hub caps and the front carpets in the 
trunk, cargo area of wagons or cab of pickups to be installed during 
dealer prep. The only antennas from the factory was the fender 
mount type. 


The 64/65 Wagon, Ranchero and delivery gas cap is still available 
from Ford. Part # C4DZ 9030c or with a motor craft number. The 
autolite number was FC-508. They were about $15.00 list.
